Courses of Study 

FULL COURSES LEADING TO DIPLOMAS 

STUDENTS taking this course, on completing two 
years of study, receive a diploma qualifying the 
holder to teach English and Expression, and to give 
Elementary Physical Training. 

THE COURSE has been arranged to meet the re- 
quirements of students who have already taken that 
of the High Schools of the Department of Educa- 
tion for Junior Leaving or for Junior Matriculation. 
It includes: Advanced study of the great periods of 
English Literature, with exercises in English Rhe- 
toric and Prose Composition; training in Practical 
Expression, in its aesthetic as well as its technical 
aspect; a Physical Education Course, including the 
Theory and Practice relating to the fundamental 
laws of life and its rhythm, the object being to 
secure health, ease, poise, and grace, with that 
command over the body that makes it the ready 
medium of dramatic expression; and a two years’ 
Course in the French Language and Literature. 
The programme of the French Course is not out- 
lined, as these classes have a special grading, and 
the work is adapted each year to the needs of the 
students.

THE DEPARTMENT OF ENGLISH 



T HE AIM of this department is to give, in a two 
years’ course, a general survey of the great 
periods of English Literature; to develop fine 
taste and discriminating judgment by detailed, criti- 
cal discussion of the masterpieces of our most dis- 
tinguished authors; to arouse interest in contem- 
porary literary movements, whether of our own, 
or of foreign lands, and to give a command of clear, 
simple and elegant English. The section dealing 
especially with the Drama aims, in addition, at giv- 
ing students such an understanding of dramatic 
technique, and of characterization, as may assist 
them in the presentation of plays, or scenes from 
plays.

A programme with details 
regarding dates and selections may be had on 
application to the Secretary at the beginning of 
the School Year. Members desiring to follow the 
readings from texts will find the poems in the 
Oxford Book of Verse, while Cassell’s Edition of 
Shakespeare is recommended. 

THIS CLUB under the direction of Miss Ross meets 
alternate Mondays at 3 p.m. in the Principal’s 
Studio. The club aims at getting into sympathetic 
touch with the great literary authors of our own 
times, who are influencing the thought of the 
civilized world; and also with minor literary move- 
ments of distinction and charm. During the twelve 
years of its existence the members have studied 
the leading works of such authors as Ibsen, Tolstoy, 
Maeterlinck, Shaw, Tagore, and the group associated 
with the new literary awakening in Ireland. The 
subject for 1920-1921 will be the works of Maurice 
Maeterlinck with special stress on recent pub- 
lications.
